Thu chatting and bustling of 4,000 or 
5,000 women ought to bo enough to set 
any mnn crazy, yet thu superintendent of 
the miinulactorios is a hale, hearty and 
sensible fellow. 
The noiso made by han- 


dling tho tobacco is distracting enough, 
but when aided and abetted by 5,000 fe- 
male tongues the result cannot be imag- 
ined or described. 


After tho labors of tho day are over the 


employees take their departure from the 
factory in droves. A portion of them pro- 
ceed to that portion of the bay set apart 
for bathing, where they plunge in and en- 
joy themselves While the natives arc any- 
thing but clisanly people, they certainly 
bathe as frequently as any with whom I 
am acquainted. I fear that while they are 
fond of water they have a horror of soap.

Only Foe* Americans Havo So Far Suc- 


ceeded IB Obtaining tbe Much Coveted 
HicUest Mi!U»r* Title — *hfc Rank and 
File of the Army. 


To begin with the military unit, pri- 


vate Is an adjective thut has become a 
noun. Originally the man iu tho r.inks 
was » private soldier. Ths word soldier 
lias been dropped, for brevity's snka, and 
now tho man with tho gnh is simply a 
private. 


The rank Hftd Die Is what the private 


belongs tt>. A »auk is a line of men stand- 
ing side by sido^, i $lc Is a line of men 
standing out) behind another. 
The front 


of a file !a always QXID man ; its depth may 
bo any nuiubev. When man are formed iu 
two ranks, a iile consists of two nion. Tho 
rant and ule therefore constitutes tho body 
of a force of soldiery. 


Tho title of tbo lowest noncommissioned 


offlccr is corporal. 
Ho has charge of n 


Bqxiad, posts and relieves sentries and has 
certain discipliuary control in camp and 
barracks. 
Sergeant (which is proptrly 


pronounced sargent) is appointed to pro- 
servo disciplines, teach tho drill, command 
dotaohmorits of escorts and th« like. 


The lowost grade of commissioned offi- 


cers js lieutenant, and tho title comes from 
the French lioU, place, and tenant (from 
the Latin tcnens), holding. A lieutenant 
therefore is onft who holds or supplies the 
place of his suporior in tho performance of 
any duty or in his absence and conse- 
quently tho officer is one who acts for his 
captain. 


The title eiaptain, applied to the com- 


mander of a coujpapy, is from tho Latin 
caput, a hsad. In tbo Bible the tiile was 
given to fcjngs °r princes, generals or com- 
manders of armies, govenjDr^of ptovinces, 
etc., and Shakespesra used it in tho sense 
of a chief commafitfer. 


Major is the titlB of tho officer nest in 


rack above a captain. Ho oomfbaods a 
battalion. The word is compounded with 
the titles of certain noncommissioned offi- 
cers to show- tjfijt they are the chiefs of 
their ranks, as sergeant major, drum ma- 
jor, eto. 


A lieutenant colonel ig an offlcen who 


holds the s'aiae relationship to a colonel 
that a lieutenant holds to a captain. In 
some European $«nies the lieutenant col- 
onel is tho actual Commander of his regi- 
ment, the cokmelof being honorary. For 
example, Quean Victoria and the Prince 
of Wales are honorary colonels of certain 
reglmeflts tn tlrt Gorman array.

missloned, A CQDUpiggionOd OJficer is one 
to whom the tysaft <jt €h&cational or stats 
government «aa glvtn & docufflen* con- 
ferring upoa jbh ajrtcoriey to pertem tho 
various mnctieiie oi' fcjs rank, A notf 
commissioiVbA &ttp£&V Officer holds his 
place by appointment of thecowpanyoom- 
mander with tho approval Of tbe com- 
mander of the regiment; a member of tho 
noncommissioned staS Is appointed by the 
reglmontal oomtnttnder. 


A very important commissioned officer 


of tho regimental staQ is z'n's adjutant, 
whoso title c'omte frotp adjutans the jprea- 
ttat participle of the Latin verb adjutate 
(to assist), and yhQse province it is to aid 
his commander in the dis6harge of the de- 
tails Of his military duty. Tho records of 
the regiment arc lh his charge, he re- 
ceives the returns from company com- 
manders, receives and communicates or- 
ders, forms r,ho parades, ate. His duties 
are multifarious, and he is altogether the 
busiest officer of a regiment if be performs 
them all faithfully. 


Tho functions of tho regimental com- 


missariat tn the United States army are 
divided between the quartermaster fljid 
the commissary of ttabslstenoo. These offi- 
cers are uroally, like tho adjutant, Ifeu- 
tchants. 
The quartermaster furnishes 


transportation, quarters, clothing and 
camp and garrison equipage, fuel, horses, 
forage and stabling, _ and tho commissary 
df subsistence provides food supplies. 
A 


quartermaster is literally an officer in 
charge of the housing of troops. Qead- 
(juarters is naturally the quarters of tho 
head or commanding Officer of a company, 
battalion, regiment, brigade, division 
corps or army and may be in the field or 
elsewhere. 


The noncommissioned staff includes the 


sergeant major, who is an assistant to the 
adjutant, the quartermaster sorgeam; and 
commissary sergeant, assistants to tbe 
quartermaster and commissary, the hospi- 
tal steward, assistant to the surgeon, etc. 


Officers above the rank of colonel arc 


called general officers. 
Tho holder of a 


general commission oatne to be called a 
general, and gonoral commissions were in 
course of time-grauted to officers lower in 
rank than a commander in chief. A 
brigadier general ranks next above a col- 
onel and commands a brigado, a major 
«rnaera!.ls thunest eteo hiirh.Man,d' may 


coiumaau u Uivisiou, a corps, oto army or 
tt dopu>'t>nio»t. A major gonutal la tbo 
highest permanent mnk iu our army. 
In 


tlio iJrltlHh and Uorumu armies, however, 
major gtmurula aru tho lowest permanent 
peuorui olllcors tiud In action usually com- 
mand brigatiui. 
Iu modern European 


armies thorpuulllo rank of general is usual- 
ly subordinate to 6 marshal or field inur- 
shal. IU this country ib la tho highest 
military mutt attainable.

chief o! the »r«io» of tho .United States, 
but tho rafiU of general he* been conferred, 
undo? temporary laws only, upon four 
American offlodrs-^V/aslilngton, Grant, 
Sherman and & short time before his 
death, irt 1888, 8h6ridan. Tho rank of 
HoutenaBt gonettll la, like that) of general, 
hcmoriMry and oopforred by act of congress. 
It has been he'd by Washington, Grant, 
Sherman aad Sheridan and is now held by 
gchofleld, who is on tho retired list. Gen- 
eral Scott was only brovotrtod lieutenant [ 
general. 


Ths United States iirir-y has at Wash- 


ington an adjutant general, » quartermas- 
ter gonoral, a paymaster general, a oom- 
rnlssary general, a surgeon general, an in- 
syeotor general, a judge advocate general 
(tbo chief law officer), a chief signal offi- 
cer, a chief of engineers and a chief of 
ordaanoo, all with ibo rank of brigadier 
general, and <»ch of these departments is 
represented on the staffs of commanding 
generals by officers of lower rank than a 
brigadier.—New York Press.

As ho reached the 6pposite bank a spon- 
taneous shout went up from the whole 
line—a generous tribute from tho brave 
to the bravo. A moment afterward the 
Confederate was in tho midst of us and 
we recognized in him General James A- 
Walker, tho' commander of the old 
Btonewall brigade." —> Philadelphia

WILLIAM SULZF.R, DEMOCRATIC GU- 


BERNATORIAL POSSIBILITY. 


In Bl* Wuy an Plctureique M Colonel 


Bootevelt —ISy Ulrth » Jerieymnn, by 
Blood a Lover of Freedom, by Train lug 
II Now Yorkvr—Soiamar Kehearwtln. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 85.—[Special.]—In 


his way tho lioii. William Sulzor. candi- 
date of u certain influential branch of tho 
Democratic party here for governor, is as 
picturesque us Colonel Roosevelt. And, 
while theru is a vast differonco in tho 
"way" of tho two mcu, Sulzer and Kooso- 
volt are markedly aliko in one respect— 
neither hesitates to apeak his mind und 
neither is over indirect in the method of 
making his views public. 


Of course Koosevolt is much tho bettor 


known, of tho two men outside New York 
city, though Suizer's outspokenness on 
tho silver question when EOIUO other New 
York Democrats wore either out and out 
for gold or bunding tho quebtiou, and his 
repeated championship of organized labor 
havu iimdtj his uuiuo familiar in many 
circles throughout the country. Ho is 
younger by flvo years than Roosevelt, for 
thu luttur wav burn in 1S6S, while Snlzer 
did not see tho light till 1803. Both hnro 
served repeatedly iu the state legislature, 
and it WOK tho avowed desire of uuoh when 
he went to Albany to sit in the speaker's 
chair. In the case of Sulser the ambition 
was gratified. In tho case of Roosevelt ic 
was not, although he mmlo u most renuirk- 
ablo and picturesque canvas for tho office 
away back iu the early eighties. 


Sulzir'a Birth and Antecedents. 


Eoobovelt is a native of Xow York, and, 


judging from most of Suizer's printed 
biographies, it is tho general impression 
that ho is also, but tho contrary is true, 
Elizabeth, N. .T., baring tha honor of bo- 
ing his native place. He comes of liberty 
loving stock, for his father, Thomas Sul- 
zer, a student at tho University of Hoidol- 
berg in 1848, took purs in tho revolution 
of that year as a coilirade of Carl Schurz, 
Franz Sigel and others who wero willing 
tcfrisk their all in tho cause of constitu- 
tional government. 


Like most or all of his fellows In that 


movement, tho older Sulzor was obliged 
to leave Germany, and, like both Schurz 
and Sigel, he came first to New York. 
Like them, too, ho remained here for a 
short time only before locating elsewhere, 
but, unliko them, ho never got more than 
an hour's ride away from tho metropolis. 
Soon after William's birth tho family 
moved back to this city permanently. The 
political fortunes of tho elder Sulzer were 
cast with the Democratic party in both 
New York and New Jersey, and he be- 
came a member of Tammany Hall long 
before tho son was old enough to vote. 


Membership in Tammany Hail as well 


as tho Democratic party then came nat- 
urally to William Sulzer. He received his 
elementary training at tho city schools 
after which ho studied for tho legal pro- 
fession at the law school of Columbia col- 
lege but a love fbr politics was so ingrain- 
ed in his nature that he began to mako 
stump speeches when he was only 21, be- 
ing on tho list of the Democratic speaker's 
committee in Now Jer*oy, New York and 
Connecticut in 1834 when Cleveland vsas 
running for president. Eo was also prom- 
inent on the rfump in 1888, 1893 and 
18G6. 


He began to servo in tho state assembly in 
1889. lie was made speaker in 1S93 and 
remained in tlhe assembly till 18'iU, when 
he was sent to tho lower honso of congress 
and lias octmpied a seat in that legislative 
body evr ninoe. 


Ho was one of the most earnest advo- 


cates of Cuban recognition, and when tho 
war with Spain began ho announced a 
strong desire to raiso a regiment of in- 
fantry volunteers hova in New York, 
though for tome reason tho plan fell 
through. Personally Mr. Sulzor is tail 
and vigorous. Ho wears no hair en his 
face, though tho tluitoh on the top of his 
head is thick and vigorous. His voice is 
round, olrar and powerful, and ho knows 
how to make friends and keep them.

of must players. They fail to btudy their 
lines with iiitelliKcnco in tho majority of 
cases, and tho consequence is that they 
havo no more idea regarding the proper 
inilections to be employed than tho man 
in tho moon. Positively tho first reading 
of a play at rehearsal, notwithstanding tho 
fact thut the members of the company all 
havo a chaneo to look their parts over in 
advar.ee, reminds mo of nothing so much 
as tho class in the fourth reader in a coun- 
uy huhool. 
"Unstinted perseverance will beat tho 


thing in to their heads eventually of cfeurss, 
but nine times i« ten every inflection, ev- 
ery gesture, every pause, every attiturifl 
and every loqk are Iqorued by hewt after 
all and with very little true insight as to 
the purpose o£ tho author or knowledge o" 
tho plays roal meaning. No, Idon't think 
tiiey ;u-u stupid in the main. They are 
just lazy. They don't like to exercibe their 
thinking powerri, and they detest memor- 
izing new matter. Changes in plays i;ro 
their abomination. There is a Btory cur- 
rent among stage managers that a certain 
leading man was.once told that his part 
had been changed to the extent of one line. 
" 'What!' ho exclaimed, 'moro tlodgast- 


ed, unspeakable studying to do?" 


There are exceptions of course, but tho 


exceptions don't stay in the road com- 
panies. Women arc not BO lazy about 
studying their parts nor so slow in com- 
prehending tho author's intentions as 
men. 
This is not because they are clever- 


er, as a rule, but because they are moro in- 
dustrious and look upon their profession 
more seriously."

a history which" will compare' favorably 
with that of some of the cities of the 
old world and which is unequaled by 
any in the .western hemisphere. It is 
one of the oldest cities in the new world 
and since it was founded has been the 
scene of .many a blaocly conflict. ' 


San Juan is situated.on the northern 


coast-of Porto Kico. The Ifttlc island on 


the cold weather, the latter of which is 
when the mercury drops eight or ten 
degrees below the 70 mark. 


San Juan nestles on the shore of a 


large bay in a beautiful and --well pro- 
tected landlocked harbor w-hich opens 
directly into.the sea. With the obstruc- 
tions removed a ship leaving New York 
could sail-directly and without chang- 
ing her course into the mouth of San 
Juan bay. The coast near San Juan is 
rugged and surmounted by high hills, 
which can be seen from the deck of a 
steamer long before the vessel nears the 


i '.and. Through the opening into the bay 


i the old gray turrets of Morro Castle 
| /.nd the high wall, with its many sentry 
| boxes, can be seen far out at sea. Here 
and there popping above the wall may 
be seen the roofs of the taller of the 
houses, while high--up in the-center the 
dome of the cathedral looms in sight. 
The houses, as a rule, are,low, and but 
few of them reach above the wall. The 
first impression made on a. visitor is 
that there are but few buildings behind 
the .old walls that., are covered with 
moss and clinging vines.. He finds that 
he is mistaken, for upon entering the 
gate to the cit3r he finds there are many' 
of them, and, while not remarkable as 
things of beauty from the standpoint of 
the architect, they are different from 
those., to be seen in the larger cities of 
the north and are well constructed. 


The bay is one of the most magnifi- 


cent to be found in any of the West In- 
dia islands. It is wide and deep enough 
to permit a vessel of great draft to en- 
ter without fear of coming- into~ contact 
with its rocky bottom. Good anchorages 
are to be found everywhere. It is_an 


have bfcen made there In many y.-ajs, 
while the method of handling- irelsht 
and transporting passengers from the 
steamers is of the mpst primitive style. 


Upon reaching the shore in the small 


boats of the steamer the great wall in 
the first thing examined; It was built 
centuries ago of gtona quarr:ed from 
the hills inland. It is wonderfully con- 
structed. These massive pieces of stone 
placed one upon the other have with- 
stood tho ravages of the elements and 
the rays of a tropical sun without show- 
ing the slightest sign of decay.
